Armed service moves to spread and shift defense indus- 
tries over the nation—including one effort to persuade an 
aircraft plant to move to Marietta—have brought opposition 
from a House-Senate group, the Associated Press reported 


from Washington yesterday. 

Calling itself the “unofficial Na-| 
tional Defense Committee,” the! 
group is urging congressional ac- 
tion next year to bolster the de-| 
fenses of Alaska and the coastal) 
regions. It argues that the way to 
safeguard war production facilities: 
is to set up adequate defenses for, 
them where they are—not to try to 
miove them out of reach. 


The group, headed by Sen. Mag- 
nuson, Democrat, Washington, and_| 
Delegate Bartlett, of Alaska, as 
House side leader, issued a report 
on examples of plant and produc- 
tion moves made and urged. 

The report said the Air Force 
had suggested to the Chase Air- 
craft Company, of Trenton, N. J.,' 
that it move to Marietta, presum-. 
ably to occupy the former Bell 
bomber plant. 


Grumman Alircraft Cqmpany, of 
Trenton, also was askéd by the 
Navy to consider moving to ‘Phoe- 
nix, Ariz. Boeing Aircraft Com- 
pany, of Seattle, the report said, 
has found the Air Force insisting 
that its B-47 be built in the re- 
cently activated, Government- 
owned plant in Wichita, Kan.

Durant was sentenced to 14 
years and is eligible for parole 
after five years. He is now in the 
Federal Penitentiary in Atlanta.

A spokesman \for Southeastern 
retail coal dealers yesterday flatly 
accused President Truman’ of let- 
ting an emergency exist iby failing 
to invoke the Taft-Hartley law in 
the coal strike. 


“There is no coal for domestic. 
use in this part of the country,” 


said Charles M. Farrar, Executive 
Secretary of the Southeastern Re 
tail Coal Dealers Association. 

“We contradict Mr. Truman’s 
statement that there is no emer- 
gency,” he said in an interview. 
“There is an emergency.” 

“Practically every city and town 
in the Southeast is out of coal for 
domestic use. There is a definite 
danger when there is no coal to 
heat schools, hospitals and homes.” 

He said the only coal moving 
into retail yards in the South now 
was coming from non-union mines, 
at a “prohibitive cost.” 

In Georgia, he said, only a few 
cars of coal have been received in 
a week. Only one dealer in Metro- 
politan Atlanta has any coal, he 
said, and that less than a normal 
week’s supply.

This year was a tough year for 
the cotton farmer, Westbrook said, 
Weevils were present in large 
numbers as soon as cotton came! 
out of the ground and heavy in-| 
festations continued throughout: 
the season. Much of the time the: 
weather was unfavorable for con- 
trolling cotton insects and the sup-, 
ply of poisons inadequate to meet 
the need. 


Tests throughout the cotton belt 
have shown that calcium arsenate, | 
benzene hexachloride and _ toxa-! 
phene, when properly prepared ' 
and used will do a good job of 
killing boll weevils. Farmers who 
used these recommended insecti-' 
cides early enough in the season, 
and continued to use them until! 
picking time obtained good re-| 
sults. This year, however, 10 
to 12 applications were necessary, | 
whereas five to six applications 
give satisfactory results most 
years, 

Reduction in yields from boll 
weevils, however, was only one. 
factor responsible for this year’s, 
low yields, the cotton specialist 
said. Considerable loss occurred: 
from other insects such as the flea- 
hopper and boll worm. Instead of 
one strain boll worm, investiga-' 
tions have indicated that there 
may be from three to five strains, 
which may further complicate loss| 
from this pest. 

For the past three years, losses) 
in cotton stands in the northern) 
part of the State have occurred | 
from fungus blight.

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Epistle to Fulton Countians 


Fulton County School Board has taken 
advantage of National Education Week, 
_ Nov. 6-12, to write a letter to the parents. 

It 4s an interesting letter. 

-It reveals, very starkly, the facts of a 
frequent theme on this page—namely, 
that more and more people are moving 
_to the urban areas, putting greater and 
greater burdens on every public agency. 
It means fewer people in rural regions. 
It means some sort of State recognition, 
not merely in Georgia, but in every State, 
of the problem of the cities which today 
are called upon to support a yrowing 
share of the population. 

Fulton County is already bonded to the 
hilt for school purposes. Despite the re- 
cent bond issue, which will expand the 
system to what five years ago was re- 
garded as a safe margin, the system is 
nearing a crisis. ‘ 

The chief factors in the crisis are these: 

1. The enrollment of the Fulton Coun- 
ty schools is at present increasing bv 
2,000 per year, Next year, 1950-51, will 
see a minimum increase of 3,500 pupils 
in our schools due to the new twelfth 
grade, plus the normal annual increase. 

2. Because of this increase in enroll- 
ment, Supt. West estimates that the svs- 
tem will need at least 106 additional 
teachers for the year 1950-51, whose sala- 
ries alone will require an additional ex- 
penditure of $225,000. There are now 976 
teachers in our system. Included in this 
number are 217 teachers whose salaries 
are paid entirely by Fulton County with- 
out any State support. 

3. Salaries of Fulton County teachers 
have been increased 15 to 20 percent with- 
in the past five years. Despite this in- 
crease, however, the salaries of Fulton 
County teachers are still 10 to 15 percent 
Jower than those of the teachers in the 
neighboring svstem of Atlanta. 

4. During the year 1948-49 Fulton 
County spent $128.37 for the education of 
each pupil in the system. This amount 
was considerably below the national av- 
erage. 

». The Fulton County Board of Edu- 
cation transports 3,500 school children 
daily at an annual cost of $100,000. 

6. The problems relating to sufficient 
money for teacher salaries and to mainte- 
nance of physical equipment are very 
acute; however, the problem relating to 
the housing of pupils is equallv acute. 


Let the Grand Jury Do It 


Fulton County commissioners voted 
unanimously against their associate Jack 
Towns, in the latter’s charges of favor- 
tism against the tax assessors board. 

The board, which handles no monev 
whatsoever, had been inferentially 
charged by Commissioner Towns with 
‘favoritism.’ The written record is not 
available and will not be for some time. 
None of the testhnony was sworn. On the 
basis of evidence as heard, the inferences 
are vet to be proved. We think it unfor- 
tunate that charges are made bv infer- 
ence and regret the hearing was held in 
such an unsatisfactory, non-judicial at- 
mosphere and that the hearing was, at 
times, somewhat incoherent. If there are 
any future charges we trust they will be 
more concrete.

The Fulton County School System is 
bonded to the limit and it will be impos- 
sible for several years to issue additional 
bonds for building purposes. 

7. The Fulton County Board of Edu- 
cation is now levying the maximum mill- 
age which it can under the State Consti- 
tution and is also bonded to the legal 
limit. In view of the increasiny enroll- 
ment and needs of housing, additional 
teachers, higher teacher salaries, trans- 
portation, janitorial seryice and plant 
maintenance we are faced with a serious 
situation. 

Fulton County has moved far toward 
equalization of salaries for Negro teach- 
ers and facilities for Negro children. 
Fifty percent of teachers’ salaries now 
are even. By next September al! will be. 
Expenditures per pupil are not yet even, 
but Fulton County is not defending sub- 
standards, but’is attempting to remedy 
them. The expenditure per Negro pupil 
in 1946 was\ $47.25. Last year it was 
$94.80. Capital investment in Negro school 
plants was $248,819 in 1946. Last year it 
was $802,823. (Many rural counties have 
done nothing to equalize facilities, as re- 
quired by Georgia’s own laws, in which 
the Federal Government had no hand. 
The worst mistake Georgia can make in 
the face of Federal Court interpretations 
is to attempt to “defend” substandards.) 

The Board is, of course, seriously con- 
cerned. Most of the growth is white 
population. Atlanta also is doing an im- 
proving job with Negro children. But 
Fulton County’s Negro school population 
is one-fifth. In the city it is one-third. 

‘An example of why the enrollment is 
increasing is Blair Village, near Lake- 
wood. Families already are moving into 
the 1,000 units. This means about 800 
new students in a school which was 
crowded a few vears ago with 199 total 
enrollment. 

The State Legislature ought to realize 
what is happening and assist the metro- 
politan areas and cities. It makes sense 
from a State standpoint. The people of 
the areas certainly must understand what 
is happening.

Odds and Ends of Georgia Politics 


Odd things are going on in Georgia politics right now. 


Gov. Talmadge, who during campaign 


times has bitterly assailed the leftward tendencies of the University of North Carolina, has been in- 
vited to address a student forum up there—and has accepted. The Tar Heel University is headed 
by United States Senator Frank Graham, who served on the committee preparing the Civil Rights 


report to the President. 


Former House Speaker Roy Harris, who has cast snide remarks at the “silk 


stocking element” during campaign times, addressed a real silk stocking element the other day—At- 


lanta’s Junior League. 

On the other hand, however, Talmadge still 
falls back on the usual props in a Georgia political 
battle. He has withstood some severe criticisms 
of his actions while in the Governor’s office, but 
he showed his first real sign of political fear 
during the past two weeks. Many had expected 
him to stand on his record, which they considered 
fairly good, if he runs for Governor next year. 
His radio talks for the past two Saturdays, how- 
ever, indicate that he won't trust his record—but 
that he may rely on trying to stir up the racial 
issue again and revive the Jekyll Island issue. 


The nationa) convention of: Young Democrat- 
at Chattanooga Nov. 18 should have a pretty well 
balanced speaking program.

=#, Beauty Contest 


Quite a span oo ago I was asked to 

judge a beauty contest produced by an American 
ee Legion in Columbus, Ga. I was associated in 
judging with Messrs. Oscar Bayne Keeler and Edwin Camp and 
was astonished, on the journey to the site of the contest, to find 
that we were far apart in our concept of what constituted real 
feminine beauty. Scorning the accepted measurements of Venus 
and the standards of Powers models, my two associates said with a 
great firmness they favored the Percheron type of woman and 
would have none other. “I like to look upon a lot of woman,” 
said Mr. Oscar Keeler, very firmly indeed. Rubens, they said, was 
the one who had established the measurements in his paintings 
of Percherons and women who bulked almost as large. 


Fortunately, we were joined by other judges and the selection 
was a tall, striking brunette who went on to win other honors in 
beauty competition. 

Neverthele&, I came to have a dim view of beauty contests and 
have since eschewed them as assiduously as Virus X or other 
plagues. é 

That is, I did until the Georgia Farm Bureau held its State 
meeting. e 


I was invited to participate as a judge in 
Beauty Contest the Farm Bureau contest to select the Farm 
Bureau queen. | must have declined, politely but firmly, a hun- 
dred invitations to judge beauty, and consequently I was horrified 
to find myself saying yes:to this one. , 

I now am happy to report I have at last encountered the only 
sort of beauty contest which should be held. I long ago came to 
have very strong convictions that the ordinary beauty contest, 
featuring a lot of leggy, simpering misses in scanty bathing suits, 
was one of the more decadent aspects of the American scene. 
Somehow I felt the Farm Bureau would have none of that. 

They didn’t. Not only did they have a new type contest, minus 
bathing suits, but they managed to work out a formula which 
judges the beauty which is only skin deep, as well as the inner 
beauty. I recommend it to all organizations as worthy of emulation. 


Formula Present were 10 young ladies. They represented con- 

tests in each of the 10 congressional districts. There 
they had been judged on their work with, and through, their 4-H, 
Future Farmer and Home Demonstration clubs. 

This meant the work done in canning food, making clothing, 
interior decoration, homemaking, gardening, landscaping, and other 
farm and home work projects. 

They were judged, too, on how they had used their talents in 
community and school work. This judging was on a basis of 65 
points. They came to the State convention for judging on ap- 
pearance, poise, personality and ability to express one of their 
school and club activities. This was judged on a basis of 35 points 
and the two totals were added. 


Beauty It was, for me, a cheering experience. Two charming 

ladies and I constituted the board and we each were 
deeply impressed, and even stirred, by the magnificent qualities 
of the young ladies. It was a tribute to the various clubs about 
which we hear so much. They had poise, personality and ability. 
Here were no shy, self-conscious girls. These were intelligent, 
able, confident and yet entirely feminine persons. We did net, 
of course, know the results of the previous judging. But it 
so happened, our judging coincided almost exactly with that 
of the district totals. The queen chosen was Miss Juanita Blakely, 
of Sylvania (Screven County), Ga. She had scored high at home 
on recreational activities and in other fields, especially sewing. She 
wore a suit, with hat and bag to match, which she had made with- 
out assistance. It looked like something out of the best Fifth 
Avenue, New York, shops. The other district queens were all 
close to her total. 

It was a heartening experiénce. At last a formula has been 
found to judge the real beauty of a person—the skin-deep type, and 
also that of personality and accomplishment and the use of them 
all in community improvement. 

I wish all other types of beauty contests could be abolished by 


public indifference.

The Saga of Jimmy Savo 


Next time the world deals vou a deuce, it might not be a bad 
idea to consider the case of Jimmy Savo, the little man who became 
a Broadway star because of a series of bad breaks. And if you're 
not familiar with his story, here’s a quick run-through of his cloud- 
cluttered career. ... 

First of all, Jimmy got off to a botched-up start by getting him- 
self born into a family of nine which was living in a one-room 
shanty in the Bronx. His father, a catch-as-catch-can shoemaker, 
couldn’t afford the four cents a quart that Grade B milk cost in these 
days, and the bambino was weaned on heavily watered condensed 
milk. But this dietary misdeal undoubtedly saved the infant's life, 
for shortly after he was born a typhoid epidemic hit the Bronx 
and killed dozens of kids in better-off families. When the Board of 
Health investigated it was found that the epidemic had been caused 
by contaminated milk. 


Pun At the age of six, besides being the poorest kid on ‘the 
Y block, Jimmy was also the puniest. But if was this piece 
of bad luck which boomeranged him into a stage career. To defend 
himself against his bigger and burlier playmates, he spent several 
hours each day at the school gym, and by the time he was eleven 
he was known as the Postage-Stamp Sampson. At an amateur per- 
formance one night, his weight-lifting stunts won first prize, and a 
vaudeville agent who happened to be in the house booked him to- 
play one of the minor variety circuits. 

Professional strong men rarely get top billing or money, but 
hard luck again came to Jimmy’s assistance. Since the pint-sized 
strong man couldn’t afford a costume, his grandmother made him 
one out of bits and pieces of cloth and, fortunately for the American 
stage, there wasn’t enough left over for pockets. When Savo got 
his first week’s pay, he had no place to stash it but his shoe and at 
the next performance a half dollar began tickling his instep. To get 
relief, he went into a funny-legged wa@k, and after the show the 
house manager complimented him on being a pretty funny fellow. 
And thus, as the saving goes, a star was born. 


In 1933, I hired Savo to hold down the important 
Ups, Downs comedy spot at an overgrown bis.ro I was operat- 
ing, and for an entire season the little clown with the sad eyes got 
the biggest yoks I’ve ever heard in a nightclub. Following this 
success, however, Jimmy coasted and continued using his old 
routines instead of digging for new material. 

What his career needed, of course, was another shot of disaster. 
And it got it a few years later when the comedian made the mistake 
of thinking he was a businessman and invested his dough in a 
daffy enterprise When he was short of eating money, he dreamed 
up a couple of new routines, on the strength of which he landed 
the leading role in “The Boys From Syracuse” where he scored the 


biggest hit of his cockeyed career. 
Author Three vears ago, an infection set in and one of Savo's 
legs had to be amputated. Broadway managers and 
agents figured he was through, but Misfortune’s Favorite paid no 
attention to their sepulchral solicitudes. While in the hospital he 
wrote a gay little book about himself, and as soon as he was out 
he learned how to* manipulate an artificial leg and went back to 
pantomiming his way into people's hearts and funny bones. 

The story of the one-legged comic Was a “natural” for the 
columnists, and on the strength of their publicity it wasn’t long 
before Savo was being offered more jobs than he could handie— 
and most of them at double his former salary. 

I watched him perform not iong ago, and after the show I went 
backstage to tell him he was more wistfully amusing than ever. 
“By the way,” I said, “doesn’t that wooden leg bother you when 
you’re doing your routines?” 

“Not at all,” said Jimmy. 
wooden gestures, not wooden legs... . 

And that, my beefing compatriots, is the saga of Savo in five 
choppy chapters—No Milk, No Muscle, No Pockets, No Dough, No 
Leg. Of course, I'm not advising you to go out and get hit by a 
trolley, but the next time you run into a bit of grief you could do 
a lot worse than remember that many a man has bitten into an over- 
ripe oyster, and found himself chewing on a pear!.

NEW YORK—Because of so many of its chief characters are Marxian Socialists or fellow-trav- 
elers of the Communists, I have been examining in detail the proclaimed purposes and the contrasting 
activities of the European-type political parasite called Americans for Democratic Action.

Medina Zooms to Hero's Role 


The Writer Is a Former Constitution Staff Member. 


NEW YORK—When the end came in the nine-month Commu- 
nist trial and the ponderous case moved from the jurisdiction of 
Federal Judge Harold R. Medina into the Appellate Courts, that 
harassed man turned tired eyes from law tomes to the more cheer- 


ful literature of travel folders. 


Your reporter paid a call at 
the Judge’s chambers, expecting 
to learn that His Honor was re- 
laxing so far from New York 
that only a capitalist could af- 
ford the postage to send him a 
copy of the Daily Worker. 

But what’s this? There sat 
the Judge, drudging at a littered 
desk. is chambers, once the 
ivory tower of a _ thoughtful, 
scholarly man, were alive with 
the buzzing activity of clerks, 
secretaries and stenographers. 

“The trial was an ordeal,” 
Medina said explosively, “but 
this thing has just about put me 
under!” 


“The “thing” was his sky- 
rocket rise to the new role of 
national hero, a phenomenon 
easily calibrated by the pile 
of more than 50,000 letters and 
telegrams which have arrived 
since the trial’s end. 


“It’s like falling in love over 
and over and over and over and 
over again,” the Judge said, put- 
ting down a gleaming letter 
opener and making a panto- 
mimic gesture of exhaustion. 

Looking closely, the reporter 
saw on his face the same trou- 
bled lines and _ cocker-spaniel 
sadness which froze there when 
he was the target of abuse from 
the jack-in-the-box batterv of de- 
fense lawyers for the Commu- 
nists. 

A nation-wide, Red-organized, 
pressure campaign had dumped 
bales of letters and telegrams 
of protest on the Judge’s desk 
during the trial, but on the dav 
the jury returned its verdict 
against the 11 defendants, that 
stopped. 


“IT WAS ALMOST as though 
someone had turned off the 
spigot,” the Judge said. 


In the three days after the 
verdict, 30,000 letters of a 
vastly different tone arrived, 
and they’ve been coming at 
the rate of i,500 a day. The 
new correspondence, spring- 
ing spontaneously from a 
deeply moved American pub- 
lic, was a gigantic pat on the 
back for the Judge’s emphasis 
on fair play and his tireless 
efforts to protect the admin- 
istration of justice. 


Observers at the trial, to 
whom the defense lawyers seem- 
ed totally unpredictable, mar- 
veled at the Judge’s knack for 
anticipating what was coming 
next. But the fan mail was one 
shot which the Judge failed to 
call, and it has touched him 
deeply. 

“It almost makes tears come 
to my eyes,” he said. 

By long and hard work, the 
Judge has been able to read 
about 10,000 letters. Keeping 
abreast of each day’s mail re- 
quires all his time and energy 
and that of his staff, and the 
great backlog which piled up 
immediately after the close of 
the trial remains almost un- 
touched. If the reading of one 
out of every five letters gives 
a representative sampling, the 
mail is entirely commendatory. 
The, Judge has not found one 
tether of adverse criticism. 


The Judge said that the let- 
ters have come from the great 
and near-great, “but mostly 
from those whom you might

Cotton Is Still 
A Money Crop 


(Gainesville Times) 


It’s all very well to sermonize about cotton’s 
demise in the South and that it shouldn’t be 
planted, anyway. But cotton’s a money crop and 
the men who managed to reap several bales 
of it on their farms since the war years got a 
_ return for their investment and their 
abor. 

Now, we learn in a Daily Times survey (that) 
. - » Hall County will produce only 25 percent 
of the cotton it produced last year. ... 

Let’s not run out and buttonhole the cotton 
farmer and tell him this section is no good for 
cotton and that he ought to plant pastures and 
not row crops, livestock and not cottonseed. 
Many farmers cultivate pastures and cotton. 
Many, we don’t doubt, start a long-term invest- 
ment in pasture lands with the money they 
make and expect to make from cotton. 

Despite our reluctance to “view with alarm.” 
an honest analysis of the situation leads to 
disquieting conclusions concerning the effect on 
the county’s economy of the cotton-crop failure. 
While proportionately cotton is not a dominant 
factor on our agricultural scene, it is neverthe- 
less an important one. The movement of cotton 
affects the lives of many people who do not 
actually farm it from the ground. Credit sources, 
brokers, warehousemen, and shippers are bound 
to feel the bite of the weevil. 

For the long run, perhaps cotton’s tragedy is 
a blessing in disguise. We sincerely hope it is 
and, following a long-established policy toward 
pastures, pines, and poultry, believe that the 
eventual prosperity of this region includes not 
a single boll. 

Meanwhile, we have a present problem in 
regard to cotton which may well become a com- 
munity problem.

I hope you took me seriously about those tools, and 
have them carefully put in the drawer of that work table. 
Just as soon as we get. these facts now, we can start the 
fun, or I might say,-the fyn starts here, by being care- 


fully measured. 


The measurements, which are 
to be taken, are shown in the 
illustration. First, take the cir- 
cumference of the neck, width 
of shoulder, from neck to drop 
of arm, chest from break of arm 
to break of arm, bust measure 
taken with a tape passing well 
undér the arm and easy over tip 
of breast, the normal waistline, 
underarm waist pit of arm to 
waist, from middle of shoulder 
down over tip of breast to waist, 
from center front of neck to 
waist, center back-vertebrae to 
waist and (next is important), 
across shoulders, giving plenty 
of room to bend arm forward. 

Then measure hips at widest 
part (this varies in different 
types—average seven inches 
down from waist), skirt from 
waist to floor, you determine 
length by your own figure and 
what is most becoming to you. 
Usually the best length is just 
below the curve in your leg and 
this is almost always 12 or 13 
inches from the floor. 

Never go by what Mrs. Jones 
says, “All skirts this year are 
15 inches from the floor.” Short 
girls will look taller if they wear 
just a little longer skirts. 

You’re not finished yet. Don’t 
forget your outside arm from top 
of elbow and from elbow to 
wrist bone, inside arm from arm- 
pit to wrist bone, upper arm, 
lower arm, wrist. 

This may sound like a physi- 
cal examination (that is what a 
Doctor told me once when I 
measured him for a costume), 
but if you have this correct and 
memorize it, or make a note of

Only a well-educated boll weevil with a master’s degree 
in textile designing would have recognized the humble origin 
of some of the feed-sack creations that Miss Sue Reed, stylist 
for the National Cotton Council, presented yesterday for the 
farm wives. The clothes were modeled by a group of students 
from Alpharetta High School. 


Pale cotton pastels, in novelty 
weaves, shadow plaids = and 
checks, as sweet as the sugar 
with which they came, were 
made up in sma.t-looking 
brunch coats, dainty, bouffant 
skirted tot dresses and _ stole- 
topped short or floor-length eve- 
ning gowns. 

The chicken feed that arrived 
in a Currier and Ives print sack 
has gone the way of all chicken 
feed, but the print lingers on in 
the form of a fetching patio 
dress. While 200 pounds of fer-

Canned Foods, Good Foods

Constitution Home Economics 
Joke books are full of so-called “clever stuff” about 
young brides and their use of can openers. But the joke’s 
on the authors and their outdated wit. 


Canned foods are highly nu- 
tritious. More so in many cases 
than the same foods as prepared 
in many homes. 

New nutrition knowledge, the 
result of six years of scientific 
research at nine leading univer- 
sities substantiates this and is 
termed “the most accurate and 
comprehensive information ever 
made available on the vitamin, 
mineral and caloric values of 42 
popular fruits, vegetables and 
sea foods.” 

The research, sponsored by the 
Nationa! Canners’ Association 
and the Can Manufacturers In- 
stitute, emphasized the fact that 
many women today are wasting 
uatold amounts of the nutrients 
they buy in fresh foods, through 
overcooking or dissolving nu- 
trients in large amounts of wa- 
ter. Canners carefully limit the 
amount of heat, water and other 
factors that affect food value— 
transforming every can, in ef- 
fect, into a “miniature pressure- 
cooker” in which a high level of 
food value is captured. The re- 
port reminds homemakcr that 
they can improve home-cooking 
methods by using no more wa- 
ter than necessary and limiting 
the cooking time for each item 
as much as feasible. |

Receives Oldest Document 


The Atlanta Historical Society has just received its oldest docu- 
ment, a public record signed by Edward Rawson, of the Colony of 
Massachusetts Bay, Jan. 9, 1655, and presented to the Society by 
the childiwn of the late Mrs. Charles A. Collier, only child of Wil- 
liam A. Rawson, who migrated from the New England States to 
Southwest Georgia in 1839 or 1840, and to Atlanta in 1869. 

Willam A. Rawson and his brother, Edward E. Rawson, prom- 
inent and wealthy Atlantans, were the eighth generation in direct 
line from Edward, the signer of the paper, who filled many public 
offices in the Massachuseetts Bay Colony, including that of sec- 
r@ary of the Colony for 16 years from 1650 to 1686. 

Both as a public record and as a family document the paper is 


of great interest.

Both 
the solid and the fluid should 
be consumed to get the most nu- 
tritive value out of the canned 
foods. 


HOW TO USE CANNED 
FOODS LIQUID 
Liquid from canned vegeta- 
bles may be used in gelatin sal- 
ads, sauce for baked foods, to 
thin evaporated milk or cuon- 
densed soup, in cream sauces. 
stews, meat sauce, gravy and 

cooked salad dressing. 

Syrup from canned fruits may 
be used on cereals, in gelatin 
salads, fruit beverages, dessert 
sauces, French dressing, to baste 
ham, sweeten fresh fruits and 
to make jelly. 

Liquid and oil from ‘cenned 
fish may be used in baked sea 
foods, cream sauce for sea foods, 
and with lemor juice to mari- 
nate sea-food salad ingredients.

Getting on with the discussion of diseases which endan- 
ger the lives of our farm animals, we come to the question 
of calf scours. No other disease carries off as many calves 
on farms of the entire nation as the disease known as 


scours. 

There are several 
but all of them are dangerous to 
calves. Infectious scours are 
caused by a germ which enters 
the calves’ bodies through the 
navel or through the mouth or 
by association with infected ani- 
mals. It can acquire the disease 
before birth. Lack of vitamins 
in the dam’s daily ration may 
cause the calf to be especially 
susceptible to the disease. 

The drug called “sulfaguani- 
dine” seems to be the best pre- 
ventive as well as the best cure 
for the disease. 

The dam should get plenty of 
vitamins (adequate in green 
pastures) before the calf is born; 
the calf should not be overfed, 
its navel should be disinfected 
with half-strength tincture of 
iodine or some equally effective 
disinfectant as soon as it is born 
and it should be kept away from 
other calves infected with the 
‘disease. 

To prevent infectious scours in 
herds afflicted with the disease, 
sulfaguanidine is given by mouth 
or in the vein from 2 to 6 hours

hours old, with half doses each 
12 hours until the fourth day 
when the treatment is stopped. 

You will understand this is a 
general discussion of the treat- 
ment to prevent the infectious 
scours. It is not a set of spe- 
cific directions by which the 
farmer should proceed. The di- 
rections which come with the 
sulfaguanidine should be fol- 
lowed to thc letter. 

Here again, the main thing to 
remember is scours are deadly 
and can be prevented to a re- 
markable degree by making use 
of medicine now available. 

Your veterinarian, or your 
druggist will be glad to get the 
remedies for you.
